He Feſt-Tndia Trade of old vas managed by the Chine- 
les which appeares by divers Monuments which yet re- 
main 1n Ind1a;as the Plantation of the Cinnamon Iland 
ot Ceylon , inhabited by the Chwgala's, an oft-ipring 
of Chineles, with ſeverall other Plantations on the Welt coat 
of Sumacra ; ard the very name of Cinnamon, which to this 
day 1s called by the Periians Darcin, or China-wood. After them 
ſucceeded the Guzaraces » or Moores of Cambaya, untill the 
= e 1497 that. Vaice de Gamas with his Portugals ditcovered 
cyond the Cape of good hope and during 100 yeares purchated 
and enjoyed that Trade : And at laſt from 4»»» 1 595 the Hol- 
landers frft, then the Engliſh, and afterwards ſome few French 
and Danes came for a ſhare of that rich Trade of the Eaft. 
Spices, and other Faſt-India commodities in the Chineſes and 
Moors times were brought into Europe, and otherWeſtern parts, 
by the way of Ormws, and thence over Babylon to Trapizond, 
Caffa and other places on and about the Fuxine and Mid-land 
Sea,and by the Genueſes further Weſtward : Andſometimes _ T 
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ac Red ſea, co Memphis or Cairo in Eyypt,and fo to Alexandria 
and Damiata:chence by ch:Venerians ro che more weſtern parts, 
wherby thoſe States ot Genua and Venice flouriſhed for many a- 
ges. The Ealt-Indiatrade is fo vaſt that all the ſhippingofour We- 
fern Europ? would therin find (uthcient imployineacyit once un- 
dertaken and prolecured with induſtry and courage , which may

tingails tound the Country people likewite adorned with Gold.

; Proviſftons. The pcople much wiclined to trade witht ſtrangers, 
| and an Hand very convenient tor tnany mure Shipping then uſu 
| ally comes.

Here the Portingalls haye a Caftie to preſerve their golden 
| trade ot Ophar : for this is the true Ophir whence Salome teiCie 
ed Gold and other riches,as by tradition and ancient monuments 
y there to this day appeares- The trade 1snot to barred bnt wee 
might obtainea ſhare; many Navigable Rivers there are beſides 
the Portingall Caſtle of Soffila , where wee may navigate and 
trade with the Natives tor Gold and Elephants teurh.

Perſia, India, Cormandetl, 
Beneala, Pegu, Aracan, Siam, Achen, Bantam Banda, Meluccos, 
Ceylon. and other Coaſts and Iſlands; wherein great number of 
Ships continually employed. Cambaya alone xs a place of farre 
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greater Trade, then by all our Shipping covid be managed ; and 
hath ſomtimes a hundred Frigats m a CatFila or Fleet, trom Goa 
and other places upon the coaſt of India , bound to that Port.

three moneths rog2cher; and notwithitanding all the treacheries 
and hinderances procured by the Portingalls , I have trought 
trom thence; neer the tull lading of three Ships ot 500. 400. and 
200. Tunnes. This coaft with tome labour. courage and 11du- 
itry may aftfoord employment tor all our Shipping to export 
the Countrey commodities, and provide Spices, Eaft India goods, 
Japan and Weſt India Plate : and whereas this coaft contum. s 
rhe moſt part otthe plate which out of Europe 1s exported tothe 
Falt Indias, either by Seaor over land, with all the Japan Plare; 
and all the Plate which our of Peru and newSpaine, comes to the 
Mavillas for China commodiries; doubtletie, when our Ships 
ſhall be poſl:fled of that rrade grear ſtore of that plate and C hina 
Gold will remaine to our ſhare in exchange ot our commodities 
and induſtry ; befides what China goods we may have brouevht 
home to ſupply Euvropeand the Welt Indias. Here ends the firm 
coalt which tor the ſpace of 1 5000 miles and upwards, containes 
more trad: then ten times our Shipping is able to ſupply ; now 
for the 1ſlands and their Trades among themſelves, and with the 
Ports of thc maine continent, and begin with

Theſe three Iſlands to the Eaſtward of Madagaſcar, abound with 
Provifionsand tbony-wood. The Hollanders have upon Mau- 
ritius a Fort with ftxteene pieces of Ordnance, and above 100. 
men upon the Iſland to cut Ebony. wood , and to looke for Am- 
bergreece, whereof oftentimes good ſtore comes a ſhore. Theſe 
Iflandsare no wates inferiour to the Caribes, and may with ſmall 
trouble be planted by our people, and further trade trom thence 
to all parts of India may be ſetled.

of Shipping ; and great many more may bee added by induſtry of 
paintull Merchants, to no tmall benefit of the undertakers.

Maczflar upon Celebes trades with many places, as the coalt 
of India, Mallabar, Achen, and all Ports of the South ica, chietly 
with the Molucco and Banda Iſlands , for Cloves, Nurmegs and 
Mace; here being a contiauall mard for{thoſe Spic.s which for 
mot part are brought hither by ſtealth, tor feare ot the Dutch, 
who by an everlaſting contract clanue all the Cloves Nutmegs

The five Iſlands of Ternate, Tidore, Motyr, Machian and 

Bachian yeild all the cloves except tome ſmall quantity grow- 

1hg upon G1loio. Amboynz and Cerani , and are now under the 


government or rather tyranny of the Spanyards and Hollanders, - 


to that the whole Navigation and ſole trade thereof is 1n their 
hands, except tome portion which by ftcalth and by night is 
thence broug'.t in ſmall vef{clls to Maccaffar, and other nei gh- 

bouring places.* Doubtleſfle afloone as ſtore of our ſhipping ſhall 
trade into choſe parts. the cloves will be brought unto us. let 
the Holil-nders and Spaniards be never 1o watchfull, for hopes 
of gaine wil induce thecountry people to attempt any thing, 

let it never be 1o dangerous. 


Banda- Ilands.Nera Banda ,Gonapy, Puiowsy, Puloron, 
Ra Jengyn. 
Theſe fix ?ſlands cnntaine 11 the knowne nutmeg trees of the 
World, and *re wholly poſlcfled by rhe Hollanders: the 1ſland 
c 
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the Engliſh, but lies waſt , and all the nutmeg trees are cut down: 
{o that the Hollanders remaine quiet owners of all the Mace 
and Nutmeg . untill.chat by cacreale of our navigation in the 
South-ſea Puloron may bee replanted againe, and yome fhare 
procured of the other iſlands, and therr truites, in m-nner ex- 
proticd about the cloves. A report goes that fone of che old 
Bandaneles to ſhun their new uſurping Maſters the Hollanders 
areretired to the Southward , and begun to plint nutmeg trees 
there : which ought to move us to try whether cloves and nut- 


meg trecs may not: grow 1n other places belides the Molucco 
and Banda 1ſl:nds. 


Timor, Flores, Sava, Solor, Banbale, Malua, 


Vpon Timor and neighbouring {lands growes ſtore of Sandel- 
wood whichis tetched trom all parts of India, South ſea and chi- 
na , cauſing a reaſonable navigation and rich trade mto theſe 
Southerne parts. 


Japan, 

Japan isan Empire of a great iſland , with many lefſer round 
about the ſame, which reaches from 30. degrees to 50. degrees 
North-latitude, and from Weſt to Eaft for avove 3oo. leagues, 
which great Empire is now wholly under the - command of a 
Monatch,known by the-name of che Emperour of Japan. The 
Trade of . theſe parts 4s. chieflicr with Chana, Siam and Phi- 
lippinas, the northerne tradeas yet unknowne.. This Country 
vents very great ſtore of Chinaraw filke. ike ftuffes, cloth of 
gold, and many other China commodities, and trom Siam abun- 
dance of Sabon-wood and deerskmnes, from che South-tca ipiee, 
eſpecially Cloves, from hence cloth, Tin Lead, Camerick and 
Launes, mather, bayes, perpetuancs, wax. verdigreece and other 
uffes: Iron and Reele, Amber, glaile.of all torts and colours, 
Caſtle. Soape, Velvet, Sattin, and Taffetics,with other-commos« 
dities. Our cloth there is 1n very great eftecme, and fold at ex- 
cesfive deere rates.and beleeyed that this Empire of Japan would 
ſpend all thecloth which could be made in England. For which 
commodities it returnes Silver or Plate which 15 there in great 
abundance, and of nolefle. quantity then all-chc King of Spaines 
Fleet brings.outof the Welt-Indies into Spaine : the mod art 
of that Plate goes to China tor ſfilkes and lilke tuffes, cloth * 
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gold andother fancies, the greateſt part whereof may come to 
uswhenwefurniſh them with good cloth and other commodi- 
ties which may fatisfic their mindes:other commuodities.as hemp 
v\ heate, Barlev, rice, all kind of lackwork, ablew colour wher- 
of great tore and cheap to be had may l;kewite be returned from 
Japan. Oreat ſtore of ſhippryg 15 continually employed, about 
the Japan trade which ours may ſupply. and now the beſt time 
to beginne, the Hollanders iti a manner being expelled trom 
thence. 


Philipinas, Luzon, Mindanao, Mindoro, Tandaya, Panay-Paragoa, 
The trade of theſe Iſlands with China Japan, Moluccos , and 


the weſt-Indies is of great value; for tometimes three or toure 
millions of Rialls of s. are brought yearly trom the Welt-Indies> 
to be inveſted in China filkeftuttes, and other commodities tor 
the-uſe of Mexico, Peru and other parts of America. The Spani- 
ardsare chiefe Rulers of thele llands,and willing to admit us part- 
ners 1a their Navigations. 


Aynar, Fermoſo, Lequeos, andother lands npOn 
the Coaſt of China. 


There bee three famous Pearle-fſhings in the Eaft-Indies, 
whence the beft Orientall Peatles comes to our Europe: Baha- 
ren in the gulte of Perſia, Manaren betwixt Ceylon and Cape 
Comorin, and this land of Aynan the Southermoſt part of Chi- 
na. UponFermolo the Hollanders have a Fort called Tay oan, 
whether Chineles bring :hete coftly commodities to the Hol- 
landers,which commodities arerhence tranſported to Japan, Ba- 
tayiaand.other parts of theirs : this Tayoan beingas a market for 
the Chinetes to tell thegoods. There 1s great Navigation -n all 
theſe iſlands, and very eafic for our ſhipping to become owners of 
the beſt trade there.it courage and induftrie be not wanting. And 
here ends the !Jand trade,the circumference of which [lands {um- 
med up tog-ther does not amount to lefle than 14500. Fngliſh 

miles: and now proceed to the unknown: Southerne World. 


Theunknown Southerne W o RL D ficto bee diſcovered. 


The extent of this unknowne World muſt needs be very great 
for beginning tromthe Straits of Le Mart 1n 57. degrees South: 
latitude, and thence —_ to the latt. Holland mm a” 
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(14) 
bout Foutmans Abrelhos in 35. degrees,and fo to the tryalls in 
20. degrees, thence to the Weltermoit diſcovery of Nova Guinea 
under rhe equinoctiall, thence along thac Nova Guinea & Papuas 
Faltward along the Terra Auſtralia de /psrirs Sunfto and all the I- 
lands aitcovered by Fernand Magelanes VillaloLoz, Fernando 
Dequiros, and Jacob le Mayre untill the Southermoſt parc of 
the itraites ;e Mayre, no leile then zoo00. Engliſh miles can bee 
reckoned of coaſt, including the Southerne unknowne World 
of larger extent then Alia, Atrica. and Europe joyned together. 
From theitraitesle Mayre in 57- degrecs Sou.hlatitude , to the 
coalt of Chili and along Peru, and all the backtide of America 
to Calitorhias, thenceto the Northerne paris ot Japan, China, 
Tarcaria and Way gatts, may bee coaſt:d tor the ipace of above 
12000. Engliſh miles. The trade of the Southerne unknowne 
World is as yet to diicover, and not improbable to prove to benc- 
nt whenlſoever attempted ; the few diſcoveries made in leverall 
parts thereot proves {uthciently the tame to be inhabited, and a- 
bounds with proviſions for the ſuſtenance of men , with many 
commodities, with” great hikehhood of gold and Pearles. The 
trade on the backlide of America will turne to the advantagz of 
the undertakers, when thereby the gold ot Chili and Plate of Pe- 
ru ſhall thereby come into their poileſsion. Hence ſhall proceed 
to the Ealt-India commodiries.
